The Duke of Arsryle and Lord Ran- 
doljiU Chnrcbill Past 
Kecovery. 



Reported Revolution In Greece— Lord 
Dunraven'a New Yacht " Val- 
kyrie" Began. 



London, Jan. 18. —The Duke of Argyle, 
who fainted on Tuesday night while apeak- 
ing at Glaegow, has annonooed his retire- 
ment from publio lifi. He is weaker and 
more feverish. 

Lord ChnrobiU is in a oomatose oon> 
ditlon and la believed to be Binklng. 

Iq tbe Reichstag to-day the bocdeiI read- 
ing of tho motion to repeal tho ami Jeauit 
law has boon passod. Tlie minority in- 
cluded Conservativea, National Liberala, 
the Imperial party and the FreiBinoige 
union. 

Several meetings of unemployed work- 
men, largely oompoied cf two iihonsand 
locked out brewers, were held to Berlin to- 
day. They were attended with muoh dig. 
order. A reaolutlon waa adopted declaring 
that only active aocialiam c^n relieve iha 
preaent distreee among tho people. 

Pablio Proseoutor Colli has boon mur- 
dered to-day in hia private oliica by a visitor 
who stabbed him in the throat. The mur- 
derer, who ia bellevod to bo an anarohiac, 
waa arrested. 

A report was circulated on tho Pirle 
bourse that a revolution hud brukon out in 
Greece. Tho report waa not confirmed. 
Greek-TurUiah aecuritica declined greatly. 

Over nine thousand pounda of wool were 
6old to day of a stray aHuortnient, Com- 
petition was spirited. Prices showed a 
hardening tendency. 

Tho coaatruotioE of a new Valkyrie has 
begun at Glasgow. It ia learned that her 
loDgth on the load water lino is H9 feet. 

Mr. Joseph Whitakor, one of tho owners 
of " Whitaker'a Almanack, " recently died 
in Kensington. He was formerly attached 
to the Philadelphia Ledger, and served in 
the civil war.

San FiUNOisoo, Jan. 18 — Honolulu, Jan, 
II (Correspondenoe United Press by steamer 
Alameda.)- On the fifth what seemed an 
attempt to arm natives occurred at Kakaako 
bfyond tho marine railway and to land 
riflcB from tho eteomer Walmanala. It wbb 
fruitrated by tho vigilanco of the police. A 
aeobnd attempt was auocoaiful. On the 
evening of Sunday, the 6tb, as many aa COO 
rifles were landed between Wailali and 
Diamond Head, nearly alx miles from town. 
Some .'500 natives were thoro and received 
gaas and ammunition. Tho Waimauala 
Cjptain Davia, landed tho riflea in whale 
boats. He brought thorn from beyond 
Waialae, where thoy had boon landed by a 
schooner from Vlotoria, if prosont infornia 
tion ia correct. The nativea were 
under command of Robert Wiloox 
and Sam Knowlen. They captured during 
the day and detained eight or ten white 
persona of both sexea found taking a Sunday 
afternoon atroll beyond Diamond Head, 
The wire to the telephone outlook on the 
Head was out, and no information could 
reach tho olty. Their headquarters wore at 
Antone Roasa'a houae on iho beach near 
Waialao. It was tbe intention to rush In 
early and surprise tho city when tho people 
were at church. 

Tho authorities received information to- 
xvards night that arms were being landed at 
Diamond Head at the houae of a half-white 
royalist leader Henry Bertellmann. Thla 
hcuae ia btyond Campbell's manalon which 
ia at tho end of the park. It is well under 
the base of tho Head. A atrong squad of 
police waa immediately seat oat on horaop, 
to search Uortellmann'a houae, tho oitlzona' 
guard were put on the alert and tho 
artillery companlea aummoned. 

Captain Parker, with hia police, roachod 
Bortellmann'a house after dark. Captain 
BroWn read the warrant. He found Ber- 
tellmann on his verandah with a stranger, 
and while tho police were lined up on tho 
Ittwn below tho house Brown proceeded to 
read his warrant to him. While reading the 
police were fired on from the beach. The 
rebels were collected there in force on their 
way to surprise the city. At that moment 
thoro arrived from houaes in the park, some 
distance towards town, three leading young 
mon — J. B. Caatle, colleotor-general ; 
Charles L Carter and his law partner, 
Alfred Carter. They came to aaelat Brown 
and his police, Corter obatrved that the 
firiuK proceeded from a canoe abed on the 
beach. He aung out to the police to come 
on and with them made a rush on the abed. 
Jolin Lane, a half white, fired on him with 
a pistol at oiose quarters. Carter received 
two shots, one of which went downwards 
from the fifth rib. He fell, caliiug out that 
lb was not serious, but exclaimed that he 
waa hit. At the same raommit) Bertellmann 
fired with a oarbloe from the verandah 
and ahot down Lieut. Hole, of 
the police, who ia daneeronsly wounded. 
The enemy were dflven from tbe shed 
by the rsaolute attack,' but ran inland to the 
algarcbi bosh. From there they kept up a 
fire upon the honae to which tho wounded 
men had been carried, together with Lane 
and two other prlsonerp. Alfred Carter 
went for a doctor, leaving Charles In caro of 
Castle. Brown and Parker made an effort 
to drive away the enemy but found tho firo 
overpowering. They ran to their horses 
and rushed cll to tolephono for troopa. 

]?rown got to tho Noltcr, a milo away, 
and called for help. Parker kept meeting 
tho onemy ovorywhoro and was driven into 
tho bush with ono man in hia company, 
and did not reach town till daylight. 
Meantime Alfred Carter returned tio n'rio!- 
mann'a with Dr. Walters, buc wuo unable to 
paiia tho enemy. Castle and one policeman 
oared for tho wounded, hold the priaonnra 
and compelled liertelminn to induce the fir- 
ing on the houso to cease, those outside 
supposing a largo foiceto bo in tho houae. 
Getting lirown'a tolephono before eight, the 
government at once hurried out the city sol- 
diers from tho executive buildings under 
Lieut. King, and tho whole foroo of voliin- 
teera waa called out enl a arted for tho 
aoene. The citizena guard were put 
on their pnala in squads on tho 
street co ners. Before nino tho city 
was in a full state of defenao King and his 
men were on the (irouod by 9 o'clock. The 
enemy retired btfore them, keeping up a 
galling fire. A. Carter and Dr. Walters 
joined King and entered the house crawling 
on their bands and knees. They found 
Charles in great agony. After a time be was 
removed to his own honse. Hole was sent 
to .the hospital, and Bertellmann, Lane and 
the two native priaoners were aent to the 
station honse. 

The enemy had by this time retreated np 
the heights at tho base of tho Head. These 
woods overlooked the houso and tho end of 
the park. Their numbora and poaition mide 
tho houso untenable. King retired half a 
mile back to tho Sana Souci hotel and re- 
ported tho situation by tolephono. A email 
force waa sent tho same nipht on tho Waia- 
lao road two miles inland of tho park. Tho 
onomy waa found al«o on that road. Early 
in tho morning Lieutenant C"yno was nent 
out with 25 more ajldiire, and King 
formed a line from tho bonoh at Sana 
Souci to near tho wast slope of tho 
Head, to keep the rebola advancing. Tho 
latter loft tho shore and oscondod to tho rim 
of tho crater, whocco they could firo to 
groat advantage upon tho aoldiors. A rifled 
gun was sent to Coyne and Bbella dropped 
with great accuracy upon I he summit. This 
frightened the rebels away. Ono shell 
burst in a group exactly on the highest peak 
and killed several mon. Tbe number of 
rebels on tho crater waa eatimatod at over 
one hundred. 

At an early hour Captain Muaray, with 
twenty-five apecials and ten mounted police- 
men, waa sent out on the Waialae road. 
Noaring the ridge back of Diamond Head 
a force of rebels opened fire on them with a 
field piece. 3?hat they bad one waa a eur- 
prlse. Bob Wlloox handled the gun. He 
was in a natural fortifloation, a small vol- 
oanio cone called Manomao. None wore 
hit. Murray fall back and estab- 
lished a camp. Captsln Zslgler waa 
then', sent out with a force ef volun. 
teora and iharpahooters and a rifled gun. 



Ha arrived at 3 p m., and partly.by shelling 
acd partly by dlreotiog the attack of tbe 
men, .Wiloox waa forced to abandon his 
position, carrying ,oS his gun, which has not 
yetbsen beaidi-Zrom...''. A large number of 
natives were in ;,the oantana cbapparel, both 
above an'd below the icbad. Firing was sharp 
on both sides for several bourii- The natives 
did not know how to, handle their gnna. 
Several of them were killed and woandcd. 

Carter.died at 6 a m. His death created 
a profonnd sensation. He was a yonng man 
of fine presenoa, nnnsual ability, engaging 
manner and hfRh character. He was ono of 
the five oomnMaaloners who negotiated the 
treaty^ of annexation with President Har- 
rison in 1S93. He was a leading member of 
the convention whioh framed the new 
oonatitution last year, and waa expected to 
be a leader in tho coming Bosslon of tho 
legislature, although barely thirty yeara of 
ago. Chaa. Lunt Carter waa tho oldest son 
of tho lato Hawaiian minister at Washing 
ton, Henry P. Carter, and a nephew of 
Chief JustlcQ Judd. He leavea a widow 
and two children. Ho was buried the aamo 
day from hia mother'a house In tho city. 

Judgo Widoniann'a son Carl waa with the 
rebels, also young Groig and Bomo othora 
who, it is olalmod, ought to know bettor. 
Martial law wua declared early on Monday 
morning. About aixty arrests of auspeotod 
poisono have been made, including many 
loiding i-oyolislB. C. B. Wilaon and Sam. 
Parker aro not suapooted of complicity. 
Rickard got tho guns sent hero and will 
faro hard, aa well as Davis who landed 
them. Both iho Ashforda are In j ill with 
Poteraon, Croighton, and Festa, leading wit- 
neesca of Blounb, ao that with auapeots and 
prisonera both atation honse and prison are 
getting crowded. 

Tho ladioa have been very buay in pro. 
vldlng food and coffee, aa well as blankets, 
to all in need and In reach. The great num- 
ber of foot-patrols baa been constantly aup. 
plied, many of them being leading citizens, 
Thoro is something of a mystery as to where 
tho Queen is. I am reliably informed that 
the government have her in enatody in a 
place known to a few persons only. Thia 
is partly to protect her from the Inoenaed 
people and alao to , separate hsr from her 
supporters. A most serioas problem la 
.That dlapoaltlon to make of her as she will 
continue to be a sonroe of disafieotion and 
disturbance. 

H0NOL01.U, Jan. 12 (noon).— The mail 
being 24 honre behind time enables ua to 
announce that the insu rection has been 
crushed and the rebels have been entirely 
dispersed. The majority of the men have 
come in from the front and gone to seek 
needed reat in their faomea. Military oper- 
ations are probably at an end. The guard- 
ing of the city may be continued aome days 
longer, until the malcontents get settled 
down. Steamers will now proceed on their 
usual routes.

Ottawa, Jan. 18— The cabinet held a 
two hours' session to-day, lasting from II to 

1 o'clock. Because the mlnistora met early 
everybody auppoaed that aomothing im- 
portant waa In the wind, but it was nob in 
the direction of tho present trend of tho 
public mind, that ia — a aession or diaaolu. 
tion. The French treaty having been 
adopted by the parliament of France, there 
are certain (luestlons to bo disposed of be> 
fore ratificatlona can be exchanged, and it 
was tho oonaideration of these points whioh 
occupied the attention of tho Privy Council. 
The question of convening parliament to* 
gether boa not yet been under diaousslon In 
counoili 

Tfce trade returns for the six months 
ending December 31, give the following 
comparative results :— Exports valued as 
$72,500,132, a decreaee of $4 905,253 com- 
pared with the corresponding period laab 
year. Tho imports docrpaaed SC. 321,667, 
the total value being 556.572,395. The duty 
colleotcd amounted to $8,701,038 aa againati 
$10,198,562. Daoombor ahowa a greater 
falling off in exporta than any month for 
Bomo time past, the decrease being two and 
a half millions. Go tho other hand the 
imports have inbreaaod about $300,000. 

Hon. Mr. Foster, treasurer of tho Sir 
John Thompson memorial fund, ia deairoua 
of cloaing the aubsorlption lista to the fund 
aa soon aa possible, in order that tho money 
may bo invoated by tho truatooa for the 
benefit of tho family.

This amount and any which he re- 
ceived would be diatributed without delay- 
There was no diaturbance until about 1 
o'clock when, after moat of the crowd had 
dispersed, several of the loiterers got into a 
fight and some half a dozen men were ar- 
rested and taken into tbe patrol wagon. 

WANT TO BE RELIEVED. 

Parties to Port Townsend Collector of Cns* 
tonis Saunders' Security Bond Desire 
to Have It Cancelled. 

Port TowNSKND, Jan. 18.— (Spocial)_H. 
C. Wilson and Wm. Payne, who qualified 
for $30,000, to-day tolegrophod the Treasury 
department rcqunatlDg to be released from 
further reaponalbility on Collector oi Cna- 
tcms Saunders' ofiSoial bond. This informa- 
tion came unexpectedly to the Gollcotor, 
who waa not anticipating anything of tho 
sort. Beoently J. Tsbnant Steeb, ship- 
broker of Taooma, who waa temporarily 
appointed deputy collector of cuatoma and 
placed in charge of the Interstate fair at Taco- 
nm, charged Mr. Sanndera with putting straw 
men on the pay roll. The collector denied 
the allegation. To-day Payne atatod hia 
reasons for withdrawing from tho bond, be- 
cause after a partial iDvcatigaiion ho bo- 
liovea Steeb'a charges to be true. Payno 
also alleges that bo poraonally knows that 
two inapectora, Fred. Terry and Goo. Web- 
ber, who stumped the county laa'v campaign 
in tbe iotercat of tho Republican ticket, 
wore drawing a government aaUry at tis 
lime. Ho furthermore charges that Saun- 
ders aold an Inapectorship to R. K. Brown 
In consideration of the loan of $3,000. All 
of IhoBO ohargeB were shown to the collector 
this evening and ho positively denied the 
allegations and Buys Payno and Wlllson are 
aoluated by political and not business 
niolivea. In speaking of tbe matter 
to-night Payno said: "I withdrew from 
tho bond because after an impartial inveati. 
gatlon I am convinced I was jeopardizing 
my property by remaining as one of the 
sureties. I do nob care to spooify charges 
until the troasuiry department baa an oppor- 
tunity to msko an investigation and relieve 
me from my responsibility. When I learned 
that inapectorabipa were being handed 
abont town and sold to the highest bidder 
I decided to get off the bond." Collector 
Saunders said : " Payne's charges are false 
In every particular. I hope the treasury 
will invcatigato. Next week I will seoura 
other sureties to take Payne and WllUon'a 
plaocB." Mr. Wilaon endoraed Payne's 
atatement, and added that it waa a matter 
of busincBB and not polltlca.

Traders are 
afraid to bring their boats up and down the 
river, the Indian boatmen being frequently 
drank for daya. Were these Chinamen de- 
prived of the license to sell liquor the town 
woold be muoh benefited, and poor old 
Odorge Selmea might yet be alive. The 
fnnerai was largely attended, and Mr. A 
MoNanehton read the burial aervice.

30th,, 1894,. are 
aome what, leas satufactory than /for some 
time past. ' The revenue declined $1;704.000, 
while the expenditure inareaiiHl '$771,00O, 
so that instead of a aurplua of $1,354 500, aa 
waa realized in 1893, the year oloaed with a 
deficit of $1,210,300. The ialliog o£r in in- 
come waa anticipated to some extent, it 
having occurred praotioally wholly in oua- 
toms receipta, whioh dropped from (20,954 - 
00:! to $19,198.11.41. a loss of (I 765.800. 
The quieb . state 'of trade, tbereduoed vol- 
nme of imports, and especially the redac- 
tion in duties made at the revision of the 
tariCT last March, aoconnt for tbe smaller 
collection of ooatoma dutiei, bat it is satis- 
factory to observe that other sources of rev- 
eaue were well maintaiued. None the leas, 
the existence of ao oonaiderable a dafioit aa 
$1,210,000, taken in oonueotlon with 
the fact that a atill larger shortage will 
ooour during the current fiscal year. Im- 
poses upon tbe Government the necessity of 
praotising the moat rigid economy in order 
to maintain the exceptionally high credit 
whioh Canada has attained under its ad- 
niiniBtration. Happily defijita are not of 
frequent ocourrenco in the public aooounta 
of the Dominion, the only oontinuoua exist- 
enoo of balances on the wrong side having 
boon during the term of office of the Liberal 
p\rty, and as against aggregate dtlictts of 
SIS, 005, 000 aioce Confederation there can 
be plftoed the faot that the yearly Burpluaea 
mount up to no less than $39,073,000. 

Turning to the revenue statements, ib 
will be convenient for comparative purpoaea 
to select the year of highest income under 
Liberal rule, of highest income under Con- 
servative rule, and the last fisoa' year, the 
figures being aa follows: —

In treating of the public revenue it is tbe 
faehion of opponents of the government to 
represent tbe whole increase in receipts 
during recent years as so much additional 
taxation. No fallacy osuld well be greater. 
Not even the figuies aeb forth above aa the 
colleotion from taxation fairly exhibit the 
real measure of the imposts upon the people, 
beoause they include receipts from eioise as 
well as from customs, and the farmer Is a 
purely voluntary tuxation. The cualoms 
duties yielded $15,361,011 in 1875, $23,968,- 
953 in 1890, and $19,198.11-1 in 1891, and of 
the rednotlon ainoe 1890 about three 
millions arises from the removal of the duty 
on sugar. Xheaottial amoaot of onstoms 
taxation levied last year was just 26 per 
cent, higher tiwo in 1875, and in that 
period ttie popnlation of the Dominion 
has increased in as large a ratio, so that 
tbe per capita taxation is no greater. now 
than when the old revenue tariff was In 
operation. The gain in miaoellaneona 
revenue ia continuoua, amounting in the 
last twenty years to more than 100 per cent., 
and this Increment, it is Important to note, 
has been made without any addition to 
actual or relative taxation. Tbe major por- 
tion of thia income ia derived from the postal 
aervice and from public worka, including 
gnvertament railnaya. In 1S75 the post 
office and public works produced a revenue 
of $2,587,692, while in 1891 they yielded 
$6,512,086, a gain of nearly four millions of 
dollars in the public revenue due entirely to 
the growth of population, the development 
of reaourcea and the enlargement of tho trade 
of the Dominion. From customs taxation 
tho government Is not collecting one cent 
more per head than ib did twenty years ago, 
and the whole increment in the revenue has 
arisen from sources which involve no tax- 
ation properly so. called. 

Turning to the expenditure aide of the 
account we have this statement :

The variation in the expenditure during 

the lait eight years has been narrow, with- 
in a limit of about 5 per cent., and the 
changes have not always been on an ascend- 
ing scale. Nearly 30 per cent, of the cut- 
lay ia repreaented by Interest on the debt, 
which laab year amounted to $10,393,571, or 
$373,000 more than in 1893 ; subsidies to tbe 
provinces absorbed $4,206,654, an in- 
oreaee of $270,900, and sloking fnnda 
took $2,131,360, an increase of $.35,- 
800 Of the total increment of $771.- 
000 in the expenditure in 1894, therefore, 
all but $100,000 la accounted for in theie 
items which are uncontrollable. The ex- 
pense of colleoting the revenue was $138,- 
700 greater than in 1893, bub Jess than in 
the three preceding years, while all other 
expenditures were cat down $48,000. In 
examining the details of misoeilaneons ex- 
pooditure, it is noticeable that the coat of 
government in the Northweab ia gradually 
being reduced, the outlay upon Indian 
tribes being now a couple of hundred thou- 
sand dollars lass than the averagis of the 
nine years, 1882-91, while the oosb of the 
Mounted Police has fallen from $883,000 In 
1888 to $611,000 last year. A considerable 
cut was alao made in tbe expenditure upon 
the militia force, tho amount having boon 
$135,000 Icssthan in 1893 On the otherhand, 
the maintonaace of penitpntiarios involved 
a larger charge by $100,000, principally on 
account of tho manufacture of binder twine 
ttt Kingston, and it ooat $100,000 more to 
oilloct tho exoiao revonuo by reason of tho 
(id that tho department has ongaged in the 
oxolusivo tiiunufiicturo of mothylili'd apirlta. 
Then tho oxpondituro for mail aubaidicBand 
Btonmnhip Bubvontiona waa inorouaed last 
year §121, (jUU by the grant to tho stoomshlp 
servico bot>voen Canada and Australia. Ib 
Is quite evident, however, that tho rising 
icale of public oxpeoditure, alow though ita 
progreaa haa been for the laat seven or eight 
yeara, must be ohecked, ab leaat nntii auoh 
time as renewed activity in the import trade 
produces a more buoyant revenue.

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PBESIDENT FAUES. 

Becord of the Chiet of the French 
Bepnblic— He Accepts the 
Position. 

Hi8 Election Generally Satisfactory— 
Wliat Is Said About His 
Appointment 



Pabis, Jan. 18.— After the fornialitiea of 

anaouDoing the result of the lecond ballot 
for the Preeldenoy had been oonoluded the 
president of the asaombly and the cabinet 
miniatora repaired to the room of Challemel 
Ltooar, where Premier Dupuyformaily read 
themiDQteB of the meeting. Cb»UenielLa- 
ooo'r, Dopny «nd Faure made ahorb speeches. 
M. Dapuy aald : " The ministers h&ve the 
honor to hand over to you the rights and 
prerogatives and fanotions which had been 
entrusted to them in the interim. Your 
odlleagues of yesterday feel honored that 
the national assembly has chosen from among 
them the lirat mugtstrate of the republto. 
Thoy know your loyalty and character, hav- 
ing had yonr trusty o>-operation. They are 
confldenti that) in yoor hands the honor and 
defence of the oonhtry and the interests of 
the republic are safe. We beg you to an- 
oept our wishes for the eafekeeplog of your 
nitkglslracy and the normal duration of your 
term of office." Challemel Lioour then initdo 
a similar address. 

President Fauro respond -d : "1 urn 
det'ply touched beyoud uU oxprosaion by iho 
Rreac honor iho nutiouul usanmbly h'jia ooii- 
forrtd upon mo. I did not seek ttio exalted 
miasioa you huvo iiiveatod iiiu with, but 
uevoftholeaa I nccopt tha ohnrgo with pro- 
found grutitudo und a full Bimao of the re- 
Bponalbilitiea iiud duties it impoaea. Vou 
know mo uud you need not doubt that I will 
devote all my oner^jy to tho uccompliahniont 
of my heavy tnak. I ceaao from tbia mo- 
ment to beloug to nny party, to beoomo tho 
arbitrator of ull. In thib spirit 1 appeal fur 
support to all tho repreaentativea of tho 
nation, without distinction or publio 
opinioua. We will alwoya meet henceforth 
in our common work, inapirod by love of 
country, devotion to tho republic, care of 
justiao, and eoliciiudo for tho lifo of all citi- 
zens, and, over all, for tho lowly and 
humble." 

M. Faure wss mot at tho St. Lazire sta- 
tion by General Meroier, minister of war, 
and M. Hanotaux, minister of foreign af- 
fairs. As soon as the President was seen 
cne immenae crowd ahouted : "Vive la re- 
pnbliqae ; vive Felix Faure." Hats were 
WAved and tho greatest enthusiasm was 
displayed. Dupuy aat beside the President. 
The cheers of the throng massed along the 
footways did not cease until the oarrtaga of 
fehe President reached the paiaoe of the 
Elysee, which was brilliantly lighted and 
nsbers in gala livery stood at the doors. 
Cuimir Perler weloomed and congratulated 
his snooesior. 

M. Fiture returned to the Ministry of 
Marine for the night. His youngest daugh- 
ter, Lucie, met him at the door of hia apitrt- 
menta, and threw her arms aronnd his neck, 
kissing him and crying repeatedly ! " I am 
so happy, papa." The crowd outside the 
Ministry cheered with considerable fervor, 
and M. Faure was persuaded by friends to 
show himself on the balcony. Ho was re- 
ceived for the first time to-day with genuine 
enthusiasm. Everybody shouted : " Hur- 
rah for Faure," and every bow or amile 
from the President was the aignal for a now 
demonstration. When tha President re- 
entered tho salon he said to M. Blondel, his 
secretary: "I have passed the most 
precious moments of my politioal oareer in 
this building " 

The Sooialiat deputies have issued a mani- 
festo charaoterizing Faure as the candidate 
of " the rallied and reactionary parties, 
elected president against the candidate of 
all the republicana." The manifesto says : 
" The Republican traitors to their country 
have hoped that Faure woald:<bs -protected 
by his obscurity even against the'-angtr of 
the Demnoraoy." 

Felix Fauro was born in 1S41 He Is one 
of the priocipal shipowners of Havre, which 
ho represented in the chamber. He w>b 
elected deputy for tho department of Solnn- 
Inferieure in 1882, and re-elected in 1885 
and 1889 M. .Faure was under secretary in 
the ministry of oommoroo in tho cabinet of 
Gambetta in 1881 82, and is minister of 
marine in the present Uupuy cabinet. Hu 
is a tall, imposing figure, whose lines show 
the training he got in early life aa u 
meobanio. Although a millionaire ship- 
owner he has simple tastes. His eleotion is 
a blow to the Proteotionist party. Tho 
substitution r>f recfiprooity treaties for the 
Meline tariff is only a question of time. 
M. Mellne's newspaper admitted yesterday 
that Fanre's election would mean tho same 
as tariff reform. 

Yesterday while the voting was in pro- 
gress the friends of M. Faure were actively 
canvaesing for votes, and with apparent auo- 
cosa, until a rumor was started that he waa 
o Protestant. This had a bad efTeot upon 
hia cindidacy, but a deputation inatautly 
approached and (|U0BtioUGd M. Fiuro upon 
the Bubjeot. Tho latter, who was greatly 
excited, reported : " No, I am a Catholic," 
Thia denial reaauurod hia eupportars. 

Tho Uuko of Orleans, protoudor to tho 
throne, haa issued a manifesto addressed to 
Senator I'.uffiit. It dwells upon tho dangers 
of the prooonf criaic, claiming tho Presi- 
dent's let'or of rcnignation ia an indict 
ment of tho prcnont conBtitii'.ioti. The 
republic of I'ranci, tlie Dulto cl.ims, can 
nuvor bo othbr t hail a proviaional rcg.mo. 
Ho adds : " Tho hour is near at hand whon 
tho country will wiah to return to tho form 
of government which waa the glory of its 
past and is tho guarantee of its futuro." 
Continuiog, the manifesto eays : " Provi- 
dence in making me represent tho monarchy 
imposes upon me a heavy heritage, but the 
day my country cilia mo I shall endo^V1r to 
fulfil my wholi) taek. My life and hbod 
will belong to France ; to that Franco which 
my anccssora made great and respected. 
That will ho tho work of to-morrow. The 
tisk of to day will bo to overosmo immedi- 
ate dangers." 

The police seized ahortiy before midoigbt 
a speoial edition of the " Social " which con- 
tained the letter. The effort was superflu- 
ous as noliody will be buying the paper and 
the boulevards were as calm as the rest of 
the olty. A dispateb from Dover aays that 
the Duke of Orleans w|ll return to London 
to-morrow morning. 

Le Journal des Debate and the Figaro ex- 
press themselves as pleaeed with this selec- 
tion of M. Faure and praise him as an up- 
right man with a clear and sound intellect. 

President Faure has summoned Brisson 
and Lacour with rogard to tho formation of 
Ik now ministry. 'I'ho now president paid a 
visit to Madame Carnot fhia afternoon. 

Rome, Jan. 18. — Tho Vatican is satisflod 
with thd eleoi ion of Fauro to the French 
preaidoncy. Tho papal nuncio in Paris has 
been inatrucfod to congratulate him. 

London, Jan. 18. — The Stindard aays 
editorially of M. Fanre's election : " Tho 
national assembly could not well have come 
to a worae decision. M. Faure was accopt 
ed rather than selected in a fit of alarm to 



prevent a supposed national-' danger. He i 
one of ipp^^iiolitiplAiM whose names are 
known vsgaelylixil'noioriety," 

The .writer speaks of '^^tbefar greater fib- 
ness o(,M'.,Brisson, who .although nominal 
ly a BMidal, has great regard for the oldei 
authorities." He adds : '""If M. Panre ii 
not to be a mere dummy be must appeal to 
the country, as his predebessor ought to 
have done. He represents nothing more 
than the impotence of moderate Hepublioan- 
Ism. The rabid rage of the Soolalists la the 
Asjembly after the election shows how v de- 
termined they are to force the country to 
revolution." 

Berlin, Jan 18.— The prtss of thIa city 
in commenting on tho election of M. Faure 
•a president of Francs do not consider the 
choice a strong one, and it is believed his 
reign will be short, 

STILL DISSATISFIED. 

Undo Sam Wants Pelagic Senllnc Done 
Awny With In the Interest of 
Ills Leaseholders. 

Wasuinqton, Jan. 18 — Th9 secretary of 
tho treasury has about completed hia rogu- 
litiona for the government of vessels em- 
ployed in fur seal fishing during the coming 
season. These regulations, (t is said, will 
not materially differ from those in operation 
during the last season, while those to be 
issued by the British government will not 
materially differ from them. Assistant 
Secretary Hamlin last summer vialted the 
Pryl yloff islands and Investigated the whole 
sealing quoation, and has now about com- 
plotod Ills report, which will contend that 
tho great menace to life of iba seal is 
peUgio aoaling, and not tho nuni- 
tior permitted to bo taken on tho 
ielanda. It will also ahow that the action 
of tho Paris tribunal has boon proven to 
have fallen short of prevonting the wanton 
slaughter of seal life, which may soon result 
in the total destruction of the herds, since 
seals may bo freely killed sixty milea from 
shore. As these are moatly females, tho in- 
crease of iha herds is prevented. Another 
provision of the Parle award which Is said 
to have been abortive ia that no firearms 
ahall be used within the sixty-mile zone. 
The moat succeatful nativea, it ia stated, 
cover use firearms, tho apear or harpoon be- 
ing far more efTeotive and in general use. In 
viow of theso facts, it Is believed stepa are 
about to be taken to secure Eogiand's con- 
sent to a modification of the Paris award, 
having for ita object the total suapcnsion for 
a apeoified number of years of pelagio seal- 
ing in Behring Sea. S'o measure less heroic 
than thia can, it is contended, ultimately 
prevent the extinction of seal life.

BSFIOtTS. 

The newspapers opposed to the Dominion 
Government appear to be delighted that 
there was for the last fiscal year a deficit of 
$1,210,000. They try to make their read- 
ers believe that the Government are to 
blame for the exiateaee of this deficit. They 
seem to forget that when their own party 
was in power there was, not ono'defioit only, 
but a series of deficits. The revenue was nob 
diminished in those days because duties 
were lowered or taken off altogether. The 
dnties were iooreased very considerably, but 
tbs defioita ooatlDued nev^tbelesa. The 
Halifax Herald ihowa, in a very strik- 
ing manner, the difference between the de- 
ficita of the Liberal regime and the defioib 
of laat year. lb aaya : 

The dilTerenoe between the deficit of laab 
year and of the latter years of Grit rule 
should never be forgotten. The deficit of 
last year was brought about by a reduction 
cf the rate of duties, but the Grit defioita 
arose though Sir Richard waa cooatantly in- 
creasing the rate of duties. Daring the 
Grit regime the average rate of duty on all 
^oods entered for Canadian use waa in- 
creased by over 40 per cent., and yob bhoy 
had defioita of from one to two million 
dollars a year. On the other hand, during 
the past five years the Liberal Oonaerva- 
tivea have reduced the average rite of duty 
on all gooda by over 30 per cent. 
The defioib of lasb year was there- 
fore iacurred under the justifiable 
oiroumstanoea mentioned by that fine Grit 
organ, the Montreal Witness, when it aaid : 
" A defijit may bi the result of a wiee and 
right determination of a Government nob to 
maintain or increase the revenue by increae- 
ing the taxation cf the people." Nonn of 
Sir Richard's defioita were ever ao justified, 
for ho did all he coald to increase tbo 
taxation of the people, but under the do 
nothing policy of that reaime, the bottom 
had ao dropped out of the trade of this 
conntry that all his efforts were in vain, and 
all he could do was to moan over the matter 
and tell the people to work harder and eat 
leaa I 

A VAIN EXPECTATION. 

Mr. Laurier ia to speak in Montreal on 
the 22ad, It is ozpooted by some that he 
will bhen say aomebhing definite about the 
trade policy of hla party. The Montreal 
Stcr, in very aignificant terms, tells Mr. 
Lanrier what is expected of him. Bub if the 
Star expects the Liberal loader to come out 
of themlstby which hehasaurrounded himaelf 
ib is, we aro aatiafiod, very greatly mistaken. 
The probability ia that Mr, Laurier will go 
on laying prebty thinga that signify nothing. 
Ib haa been obaorvod that when he attempt! to 
gab out of tho region of aontiment and theory 
he ooaaea to bo brilliant — and the allver- 
tongned orator ia nothing if he ia not bril- 
liant. Beaidea, there is very good reason 
why Mr. Lanrier osn lay. nothing that li 
■atiafaotory to honest and oonalatent tree 
traders. He, as he haa admitted over and 
over again, ia nob prepared to Inaugurate a 
T>olioy of free trade, because he oannot bring 
his party to conaont to the impoaition cf the 
direcb taxes wbioh the adoption of such a 
polley renders abtolutely neoesaary. Ho 
iniut raise 'a revenue quite as Urge 
H the preaent. Cuatoma dutloa muab 
form ' a very conaiderable proportion 
of that revenue, ao the most that ia to be 
cxpootod of Mr, Laurier and hia party ia a 
reviaion of the preoenb tariff that will not to 
any groat extent leiaen tbtf amotint of 
dutiei to be .derlyod tfrom It. It can bd. 
tnaiif ubderitood that anob a reviiion oan 



not go very far in the dlreotion of gennine 
free trade, .v^ js .V/ t '''^S; . : ' 'vf 
There'll aUo another^ reacon why Mt. 
Laurier cannot be explicit and why he le 
not in a poalbion to abollah the proteotive 
dnties of the tariff, A large number of hi* 
own party are by oonvlotion moderate pro- 
teotioniata. Theae men keep quiet aa long 
ai Mr. Laurier'* deolaratlona on the trade 
qneation may mean anything or nothing at 
all. Bub if he venturea to become 
definite. If ho states plainly that he proposes 
bo take from them tho proleotlon they now 
enjoy, and ab the same tlmelmpoae more taxes 
upon them, which they will be lea* able to 
pay than they now are beoanie their indua- 
trioa are no longer proteoted, theae Llb- 
erala will very aoon lot their leader know 
that he has gone farther than they aro pre- 
pared to follow him. Ib waa this olaaa of 
Liberal* whoae rejaresentatioos donipelled 
Mr, Blake to qualify hia free trade policy, 
and we do nob think that Mr. Laurier la 
better able to stand preaaure from within 
than waa Hon. Edward Blaka, Ib ia for 
bhoao reasons that we believe that those who 
expoob from Mr. Laurier a clear exposition 
of hia trade poHoy in Montreal on the 22ad 
are doomed to diaappointmeub. 



OTTAWA'S OARNIVAL, 

A Winter Garoiral ii the one thing that 
is nob wanted in any part of this Dominion, 
Canada haa already been too much and too 
long advertiaed aa a winter country. It 
would not be at all surpriaing if peoplo on 
the other side of tho Atlantic look upon 
Canada aa a aorb of habitable polar region 
where the people live in anow honaea and 
ice palaoea, and where anow la at ail aeaaona 
of the year tho moat noticeable feature 
in the landaoape. The persiatenb ad- 
vertising of Canada's winter aporta, 
and the fure, the blanket suita and 
the robed aleigha of Canadians, is 
oaloalated to oonvey and to deepen thia Im- 
preaaion of Canada, We venture to aay 
that five plotgrea out of eii of Canadian 
aoenery and Canadian life sent to tho old 
oountry represent Canada in its winter garb 
and Canadiana furred and blanketted to tho 
ears. If people in thia country wanted to 
lead their oouaina " ab home " to lielieTe 
that It ia a region of everlaating froab and 
anow they could nob aeb abonb the wotk more 
iogenloualy than they do. 

If any, except those in Great Britain, 
who have travelled and road a great deal 
begin to have a auipiolon that there ia a 
inmmer of aome aorb in Cinada, it would be 
diapelled by the aoooanta they aee of ita 
winter Carnivala with their ice palaoea, their 
anow fortifioations, and their open air 
amueements on the anow and on the ice, 
Montreal haa had aevers l^of theae winter Car- 
nivala about which a greab deal was aaid and 
written. Qaebeo haa had ita winter Carni- 
val, and one waa tried aa an experiment in 
St. Paul, Mlnneaota. But the Americans 
were shrewd enough to aee that big and 
very expenalve experiments of that kind are 
nob oaloulabed to create a favorable imprea- 
alon among foreignera of tho climate of that 
part of the United Statea, «d there waa 
never a aecond Carnival in St. Fanl, 

Thia winter tho ambitioua ottizana of 
Ottawa have tried to get up a carnival of 
their own. They made great preparations 
and ita patron was to be the Governor- 
General, The preparations wore pretty 
well advanced when Sir John Thompson 
died. The Governor-General did nob think 
It waa eeemly to have a time of rejoicing in 
the Capital of the Dominion immediately 
after the Premier's death. He therefore 
withdrew his oonaenb to allow the Carnival 
bo be held under hia patronage. Some of 
the promoter* of the Carnival are quite 
angry ab the aotion taken by the Governor- 
General and have aaid, we have beard, some 
unpleasant and uncivil things, But Lord 
Aberdeen has done right. He could not 
with any degree of propriety preside over 
the Carnival rejoioinga during the daya ot 
mourning for Sir John Thompson, and he 
would be doing an injary to Canada by 
giving the preatige of hia name to a Winter 
Carnival in Ottawa or in any other part of 
the Dominion, Beaidea theae Carnivala are 
tho revorae of patriotic. They are gob up 
by a number of people for the aake of at- 
tracting vialtora to the oi tie* in which they 
are held in order to make money out of 
them. Thia i* really the raiton d'etre of 
Canadian winter carnival*.

There are indioationa in England that there 
are many men of iufluenca who are getting 
tired ol returning good for evil and who 
think that it would be good polloy aa well aa 
common juatioe to glvo the Americana — aa 
the European nation* we have mentioned are 
doing — a taato of their own medlolne. We 
believe that ib would have a wonderfully 
good tffeot on *' our Aiiisrlcau couains," Ib 
would ahow them that Great Britain ia com- 
mercially bbair beab friend and thab ib would 
bo bad policy in them to do anything cat- 
culated to oaaae her to be lesa liberal in her 
dialiuga with them than aho ia. 

Thia ia what tho New York Hnralcl aaya 
about Belgian retaliation, which ia a com- 
paratively trifilog matter. What would it 
aay if Great Bfitain undertook to retaliate 
againat the United State* tariff legislation 
directed specially againab her manufactured 
producta ? 

If the Senate haa any regard for the good 
of the ootintry it will, wlthoub reapeot to 
party llnea, ab once paaa the bill for reliev- 
ing the export trade of the United Sbatea 
from the rninou* retaliation* which the 
Gorman tariff amendment* have naturally 
Incited other nation* to adnpb againat ua. 

The oloalng of the port of Antwerp against 
American beef (both live and dreaaed) haa 
been decreed by the Belgian government, 
and thia aotion of B ilgium praotiDally ahuta 
out American beef producta from all Euro, 
pean markets. Oar " protectloniats " will 
aoon learn that they cannot wage oommer- 
clal wars upon foreign nationa without in- 
oitinc; them to take juat such aotion as 
Belgium and Germany, Franco and other 
great Powers have taken to exclude Ameri- 
can produo'a from their porta. 

Their aotion means tho loss of very many, 
perhaps two hundred million, dollars a 
year to American farmers, manufnoturers 
and laborers. l>ac tho senate of the Ujitod 
States, which could in an hour remove the 
grievance that has ciuned this retaliation ot 
Europe, site sphinx like and refu^oa oven to 
oonsider the matter. When a motion waa 
made last month to take up the bill 
removing this grievance, Rapublican sena- 
tors voted eolidly against it. Bab ib ia in 
the power of the Damoorata^ if united, to 
paaa the bill. 

S TUGS O CONDEMN A TION. 

Pr'ofeaaor Huxley is one of tHoae who do 
nob bclievo in tbo orammiug fyatom. In a 
lecture which be recently delivered before a 
workingmen'a aaaooiatlon he deaoribtd it as 
tbo '* educational abomination of desola 
tion," the atimulation of young people to 
work at high preaaure by inoeaaanb oompeti- 
tive examinationa. 

Somebody baa wittily, though perhaps 
not quite truly, aaid of early riaera that 
they are " conceited all the forenoon and 
stupid all the afternoon." Prof. Huxley 
very aptly compares such early riaers with 
tho unhappy children who are forced too 
rapidly from class to class. The freshness 
and vigor, he says, " which should have 
been stored up for the purposes of the hard 
struggle for existence in practical life have 
been washed out of them by precocious 
mentul debauchery, by b^ok gluttony and 
lesson bibbing. The faculties are worn out 
by the strain put upon their callow brains, 
and they are demoralized by worthlea* 
childish triunr.pbs before the real work of 
life begins."

The Americana are finding that other 
nations are not so forbearing or eo patient 
as Great Britain. When tho Jnited Statea 
irnpoaea a duty discriminating against any 
of their products they immediately retail- 
ate, and the Amerioan* aro made to feel in 
a very tender apot that they have done what 
ia wrong and fooliah. Bub Congreaa can 
legislate against Great Britain and her 
colonies until the most oantankeroua of the 
tail. twisters rubs his hands with pleasure, 
and Great Britain doea nob appear to bo 
in the leatt disoompoaad by the un- 
friendly legialation. She goea on in 
bhe old way, giving them all the 
trade favora ahe haa to beatow. The 
only return ahe geta for her forbearance 
and her goneroalty la to be flauted and iegia 
lated againat whenever a cranky Anglo 
phobiat propoaea in Congreaa aome meaaure 
whioh he and hia olaaa oonalder lojnrloua to 
tho commerce of Greab Britain, If Great 
Britain ahould do as Austria, France, Ger- 
many, Dunmark and Belgium have done 
with reapoob to the matter of the discrim- 
inating augar duty, retaliate by diaorimln- 
Ktiog in aome way agaiait the United 
Statea, the Amerioan*, aeeing that they 
could not any longer with impunity 
indulge In legialation hoatlle to Great 
Britain'a oommeroo, would be a good 
deal more oivil than thoy are, and would 
think twice before they tried to in- 
fliob KU injary on her trade. But 
aha bu, aa Lord Sallabury bnse imid 
regretfully, .given away emylhlng,'

Townsend, convicted of supplying intoxi- 
cants to Indiana, released on payment of §5 
costs upon entering into a recogni/.inco to 
come up for judgment when called upon. 
Then followed a long list of similar cases 
running down to a recent date. 

Mr. Bodwell suld these were simply a 
matter of record eubject to explanation 
from Mr. Flanta. 

Mr. Gough was again oalled upon. He 
said he wished to state with regard to the 
Chinese cisea that camo up yesterday that 
he received §058 from Messrs. Yarwood &■ 
Voung on account of defendants, $500 of 
which he paid into the city's funds, the 
h>k1aDce, $158, be handed over to Alex, Mc- 
Kiocoa. 

Mr. Bodwell — What record have yon of 
this transaotion in the city's books? A.— 
I only entered up the $500. 

Q —Bat you must have some entry with 
regard to the whole transaction ? A. — Only 
in private way. 

Mr. Bodwell — Then you must produce 
that. 

Judge Harrison— Certainly, that book 
must be producad, and tho court will ad- 
jjurn until 2 p m. to allow you to got it. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Gough stated 
that the entry In reference to the cheque 
from Yarwood & Young was to the efTuot 
that the ohrque had been^oasbed, $500 bad 
been paid into his own account «nd $158 to 
AInx. McKlnnon. 

Q — Why did you pay $500 into your own 
aooount ? A — I don't know. 

Q —When was this $500 paid into the 
city treasury ? A — Any cash that I have 
of the city's is praotioally in the city treas- 
nrv. 

Q — When woa it paid into tho city's ao- 
coutit ? A — I paid It out for city accounts. 

Q — Whore is your private bank book? 
A. — I have not gob it here. 

Mr. Bodwell — You must go and get it. 

Judgo Harrison — And bring tho city's 
bank book too. 

Mr. Gough returned with tho bank books 
dosired, and Mr. Bodwell went on with the 
oiamiiiation with rngird to tho $;)00. 

Mr. Bodwell asked to bo ahown where 
entry into tho city's bank book wua giving 
llio date of tho payment of the $500 to the 
city's account. 

Mr. Gough replied that it had not been 
paid out it that manner, ib was p lid out for 
curronb accounts. He realiz 'd that it should 
hove been paid into tho city's account, and 
did not know why he had nob dnne an. 

The examination of Mr. Gough's private 
aooount showed when he had paid out a 
number of cheques for oity aoconata cover- 
ing this amount of 5500 

Mr. Bodwell— Why did you pay that 5158 
to A. Mclvionon ? A. — Booauno I undtr- 
Btood he wua entitled to it f.ir expenses in 
connecHou with the proaeculions. 

Q — Did you have any reciipt or voucher 
for tho trons iotion ? A. — No. 

Q — Then tho oity books do not show ib 
at all ? A. — No ; ib waa never treated aa 
city money. I underatood that Sl,')8 was

Mr. GouBh still maintaining thab thia 
sum of $158 was not oily money at all, that 
he had no duty in connection with lb except 
to hand ib over to McKinnon, Mr. Bodwell 
asked whether Mr. GouRh vjub in the habit 
of paying tlio city'a iiionoy into his own 
aooount, and Mr. Gough said ho occasionally 
did so. 

Q. — For what reason? A. — I hud no 
reason. It waa a mistake, I euppoae. 

' Mr. Qoagh's private bank book showed 
that he had paid out more than S5U0 on tho 
oity'a aooount, and Mr. Gough said in ex- 
planation that he had p»ld more of tho 
city'a money into hia own aooount than 
SoOO. 

The inquiry boing continued into Cough's 
private accounts, that KoDtleman objected 
to having hia aflaira made public, and ap 
poaled to Judge Harrison on the matter. 
The judge said there waa no wiah to enter 
into hie private aooount, but the obiact waa 
to traoe this SSOO and fiad out hovr it waa 
that more than $600 had been paid out of his 
private aooount for the oity's bills. It waa 
very diffionlt to find out how far the account 
was a private one or that of the city. Hia 
Honor said that as long aa it waa confined 
to the olty's business it would bo perfectly 
justifiable to oontiDue the inquiry. 

Mr, Bodwell then vent into various other 
amounts appearing in Mr. Gough's private 
aooount book. One of these, an entry of 
§1,700, Mr. Gough said woa oity money re- 
ceived by him from thoN V.C. Co. loo late 
in tho afternoon to pay into tho city'a ac- 
count. 

Judge Harrison then tried to get some 
oxplanolion as to the sum of $500. As he 
understood it §500 had boon paid into Mr. 
Gough's private account at a time when tho 
city'a account waa overdrawn, and the 
money had to be drawn from the debenture 
ocoounb to meeb tho dtiioit. 

Mr. Gough ohjeoted to thia interprcta- 
tioD, bub gave no explanation aatisfao'.ory to 
the Judge. He contended that the books 
would ahow that tho oily had received tho 
full omount. 

Mr. Bodwell said under the provisions of 
the commission he did not suppose he could 
inquire further into tho matter of §500 He 
then took up tho matter of tho Ecolee fine of 
§150, imposed in August, and asked what 
entry there was in the hank book of that 
amount. 

Gough did not think there was ono bank 
book which showed what he thought wos 
correct. There was an entry during Decern 
ber of over §4,000, but he oould not tell how 
it was made up. 

Mr. Bodwell — Is there no rroipt or 
voooher to trace th«t $150 ? A. — No. 

Qi — Yon do not keep $4 000 in oaah at 
youro£BcjI A. — No; I keep snffioient for 
change And to moot current aoooonta. 

Mr. Bodwell— Then, aa a matter of faoS 
there Is no entry at allot the Eoolea amount ? 
Mr, Qoogb — No. 

Mr. Bodwell wanted Mr. Gough's p-lvite 
diary put in as an exhibit. Mr. Gough oh- 
jacted, and contended there were private 
matters contained theroin that he would not 
wish to have divulged. 

Judge Harrison said thab by hli entries 
ho had made it semt-ofEcial properly. No 
ono had desired to enter into his private af- 
fairs Tho book would be properly cared 
for by the court offijials and no one would 
see its contents. It was accordingly aoalod 
up together with the bank book. 

Tho matter of the policj c immissloners' 
receob appointmont was then taken up. 
The story of the advertisement for applica- 
tlona by the council and the subsequent 
appointment, aa already told in the Coi>- 
ONIST, came out. Tho council had con- 
sidered tho applications in a private meeting, 
and after this tho oommiasloners met and 
made the uppointmentu. Tho Bubatanoo of 
tho teatimony was to the efTeot that tho 
oounoil hid run tho commisaion to euit their 
own sweet will and had their orders carried 
out to tho letter by tho comniissionera. 

In the evening, Mr. Planta not bavlng 
boon found, the oommiesion adjinrned until 
to-morrow.

Q0ESNELLE PROSPECTINQ ACT. 

Hon. Col Baker moved tho second read- 
ing of the bill respLCilDg prospecting licensea 
for gold, recommended by tho mining oom- 
mitteo. Ha exjlalned tho ptoviaiona, 
which are baeed upon a suppusition that, it 
proved true, means a greuc deal for tbe 
province, opening np a new tiold of enter- 
prise. The preamb.o outlines the facts as 
follows : 

" Whereas it has been represented to the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council that valu- 
able gold deposits are supposed to exist in 
tho ancient bed of a diverted river in Cari- 
boo diatrior, the course of which is at pre- 
sent uukuowD, although its traces have been 
found in tho ncighborliood of the mouth of 
tho Quesnelte river ; and whereas it would 
n quire the rxpenditure of a large sum of 
iiujn> y in I xpioratory operations before the 
coursti of such river could be 
fixed, and the benefit of snob 
expeudicnre oaonot be aaanred under 
pruaenc enactments to the partiea making 
tiie name ; and whereas Charles F, Liw haa 
auplied to the Lieutenant-Govornor-in- 
C >ui 0.1 for the exclusive license to prospect 
over an are« ef five miles square for the 
tarm of two years for the purpose of locating 
such river bed, and that it ia expedient that 
Buch license should be granted, and that, if 
during kuoh period the river bod is die- 
covered, tlio diacovprer should receive a 
ic&ae of a certain portion therof, such licenue 
and leaao to bo reipeotively upon tho con- 
ditionn hereinafter contained. " 

Having mado the supposed diacovery in- 
dicated. Col. B'.ker said, Mr. Law ia natur- 
ally desirous of ensuring that the persona 
whom ho ropreaenta shall havo the benefit 
of the expenaivo operutiona wbich they will 
have to carry on over a Inrgo area for tho 
purpose of loo»iiug the river bed, and tho 
mining oommitteo have thought well to 
recommend, as provided in this bill, that bo 
shall havo the exclusive right to prospect 
for the term of two years over an urea five 
miles square at the mouth of the Queanelle 
river, such lioenae not to offeot tho righta of 
froo miners except in so fur ua they coLfltct 
with the purauit cf the search mentioned 
and tho rights after dieoovory. Tho bill 
atipulatee that the proapeotor shall in 
each year during the onrrenoy of the 
lieensi expend not less than $5,000 In 
proapeoting and exploring ; and in the event 
of hia diacovery and locating the river bed 
be shall be ontitlcd to a le.'xse for a period of 
twenty years far tbe purpose of extracting 
gold.

True, 
that delightful if sliort season ia not yet 
hero, but tbu gay nud warm garments 
are, and theyaro snugly roposing.await- 
ing tho glud nows that "tho ball is up. " 

Tho skating soason in Paris, Berlin 
and Vioniia brings out snnio of the most 
fotohiug of all tlui costuuios seen In a 
year. Marino and Prussian blue, ruby, 
cardinal and rich emerald green and 
Bussiau green are tho colors best liked 
for skating costumes iii those countries, 
and naturally they ar^'aooeptod here too. 

The skating costumes for this season 
are very brilliant and also very costly. 
Velvet corduroy in bright colors and 
thick woolons are all seen. Every one 
has <a trimming more or less ornate 
around the bottom. There ore very few 
wide skirts to bo worn to skato iu, for 
tho wind would niiiko such an osorciso 
impos.-iible. Tho skirts, asarulo, do not 
measure ninro than three yards around. 
Thoro are full uniou sots of undorwoar 
made of perforated chamois for skating 
purposes, and that reuders oombersome 
clothing unnecessary. Tho jacket is fro- 
quontly an Eton in form, mado of fur 
and buttoned closely. Some of tho jack- 
ets are of the dress material and made 
wintry by additions of fnr. But tho 
crowning glory of tho costume consists 
of the hat and tho muff. Tnrbans mado 
of sealskin and beaver aro very protty, 
but not too becouiiug to soiuo faces. 
They are trimmed with close rosettes, 
pheasants' necks or perhaps a queer lit- 
tlo oruanioutmado of sealskin. Another 
shape of turban ia mado of Persian lamb 
and has a onto littlo trinuning of stiff 
feathers in bronze coloring. Tlio alpine 
hat is also shown in soal.skin, and boau- 
tifnl it is. This has always — at least all 
I have seen have — tufts of shaded brown 
fancy qnill foathors. But other close 
hats are quite suitable, and we shall soo 
cunning little volvot capotes and closo 
hats and also a few continentals and 
bonnets made of sealskin. Colors on 
those hats may bo as vivid as flame. 
They add warmth to tho icy surround- 
iugH. 

Tho niufCs are of evoi-y kijud, r,;...7)c 
and stylo, but I think tho preference is 
fnr fancy shapes. I noticed two I 
thou^^lit very pretty. OiiO was like a 
(,'atliored opera gluH.H bag lus to shape. 
(Jii eacli enrl was a bow made of seal- 
skin, and thu wido ends wero drapi'd 
down in a manner that one would think 
impossible until ouo really saw it. Di- 
rectly on the top was curled a littlo 
"boastie" with one tail moro than na- 
ture originally adorned him with. Au-

I omitted to mention a bonnet of aoal- 
skin. It has a doubled miSo for bt'im 
and twolargo bows of sealskin, and coiled 
around tho crown, which was oouapiou- 
ous by its abKonco, thoro was suotbor of 
thi^so snaky looking "boastlps," as they 
aro called in ilngland, Ou tho left side 
•thoro was a fancy fontbor oananwnt of 



phoasant wings, vrith three sixings of red 

haws standing upright. 

Ono of the prettiest costumes shown 
for skating purposes had a full Eton 
jacket made double breasted and hav- 
ing a storm collar and wide rovers and 
gigot sleovos, all of moire aatraklian. 
Tho hat was a close turban of tho same 
fur, witli a blue joy's wing stuck in one 
side. Tho dross was of cloth of tho exact 
shade of a jay's plnraago, and around the 
bottom and up tho right side there were 
rows of the astra|chan far, narrow and 
made over a roll or rope. There was a 
cozy littlo nmff of tho samo fur to 
match. Another rich costume has tho 
skirt of terra ootta oloth with six rows 
of tailor stitohing around tho bottom. 
With this will be worn a sealskin Prince 
Albert and a long boa of skunk, which 
is ouo of tho prettiest furs thoro aro. A 
soalskin toque will be worn with this. 

A very Frouchy skating costumo will 
bo soon — if thoro is any ohanco — which 
is mado of biscuit felt oloth. Tho skirt 
has two quite wide bands of: brown fur 
around the bottom. There is a fancy 
basquo with brotolles bordered with tho 
fur and with a full vest of silk match- 
ing the dress. The toque is of felt bor- 
dered with far and has two little bows 
of tan satin ribbon. There is a long 
sleovod vest of chamois lined with silk 
to wear with this suit. It somehow does 
not look warm cuough for n skating 
dress, but tlio fair wearer will in reality 
bo as warm as toast. 

Thoro ia ono lady of my acquaintance 
who is the mother of three or four tots 
of babies, but slio keeps qiiito up to date 
in all auuisenieiits, and slio has a skat- 
ing outfit and is anxiously awaiting tho 
day when sho can wear it. It consists 
of a cherry rod velutina dress, which 
reaches to the instep only. It has ono 
row of gray fur sot ou in a Greek key 
pattern all around it, and tliero is a snug 
ba.sque with postiliona iu tho back. 
There are three capes, each removablo 
and all bordered with tho fur. Tho 
sleeves aro snug up to the elbow. Tho 
toque is of ruby volvot, with a fnr roll 
around tho crown, and tho tails stand- 
ing upward, ono on each side. Tho cos- 
tume looks wintry and bright. 

For tho.io who do not lay as much 
stress upon tho magnificenco of attiro as 
npon having a jolly good time there 
aro short dresses of bouclo cloth and 
wool plaids, and, in fact, all tho array 
of woolens suitable for the season, tho 
one special need being that the skirt 
shall not be too full nor too long to im- 
pede free movement. All muffs should 
hang by cords or ribbona. 

Children lovo to skata For thom 
thoro should be light but warm gar- 
ments in brighter colora than would bo 
considered suitable for church or other 
grand occasion. These should also be as 
nearly close fitting as the case will al- 
low.

Paul PoyCrul, Louis 
Terrier and Eugene Uodtfroy Cavuignao 
would accept oabioet plaoea under Bour- 
geola aa premier. 

Ex Preaident Caeimir-Perier ia expected 
to vacAte the Paltce Ely lee and return to 
bia residence, No. 23 rue'Kitola, tomor- 
row. The retiring preaident bad' a cordial 
Inteiview to day with his suooessor, who 
wtltooonpy the palace on Tuesday nrxt. 
The date tor the aatembling of parliament 
to hear the new President's mesaafie baa not 
yet been fixed. M. Manotox, niiniater of 
foreign aff^tirs, snbmltted to M. Fanre for 
his approval to day a draft of a telegram 
informing the repreaenta^vea of France 
abroad of the eleotion of M. Faure to the 
presidency. 

RoMB, Jan. 18. — The Osservaioro aaya : 
"The friends of law and order ought to bo 
entirely satisfied with thooleorion in Franco. 
Tho Conservative policy of M. Fauro will 
harmoniza uudoubtedly with that of his 
prodeoeesora. The Liberal nowapapnrs' wlah 
M.' Fauro euooeaa in hia struggle with tho 
rcvolutionieta, bub uay it ia imposalblo to 
predioc tho outcomo." 

VVasiiinoton, .Jan. 18.— "Tho okctlonof 
M. Fauru," said the Fronoh ambassador to 
tho United Statra, " moana a change in Ihc 
name of tho I'reaiaent of Franco, but no 
ohungo cf polit'oal party. M. Fauro wua a 
member of tho cabinet; which reaignod a few 
days ugo, and is a friend of Caaimir-Porier. 
It is not likely that there will bo a change 
iu political policy. Nob more than forty- 
eight hours havo olapaed ainoe Caaimlr- 
Perior tendered his resignation, and hero we 
have his successor selected. Quick aotion 
in such caacB servos to bring quiot to the 
country, which ia always somewhat agitated 
when tho ofilco of president is vacant and a 
ministerial crisis is at hand." 

" What will beoomo of M, Ciainiir- 
Porier ? " repeated tho anibusaatlor, "Ho 
will retire from public life, I preeumo. Ha 
did not want the presidency when it was 
given to him, and is probably thankful to be 
able to retire." 

As to tho cry of "Long live tho King," 
uttored by tho Duke do la Rochefouoauld in 
the chamber of deputies yesterday when 
Calimir-Perier's letters had been read, M. 
Patenotre aaid it meant nothing, "Such 
oriea are always to be beard at snob times, 
but the royaliats have no power in the ad- 
ministration of sflilra There are scarcely 
twenty-five of the party in the chamber," 
said the ambassador.

UNIVERSAL PEACE. 

I'reBcntatlon to t'jo President of tho Memor- 
ial by British Politicians in Favor 
of iSrbltrRllon. 

Washington, Jan. 18.— Wm. Randall 
Cremer, Liberal member of parliament and 
editor cf the Agitator, saw the President 
thia afternoon by appointment and present- 
ed the memorial signed by Su-l members of 
parliament, representing all shades of poli- 
tloal opinion In Groat Britain, proposing 
that all differenoea between that country 
and the United States which cannot be set- 
tled by the nsnal diplomatio methods 
ahould be anbmitted to arbitration. 
Mr. Cremer aaid that the Bfitith 
government waa favorable to the propUai. 
tion. The memorial grew out of the tehtl- 
mont which has been voiced by legialatori of 
both countries • affirming in a general way 
the principle of arbitration, and is a dfreot 
result of Senator Alliion'e reaolatlon lutro- 
doosd in the laat seaalon of oongreas provid- 
ing for an arbitration treaty between Eog- 
lish epeaking nations to last for a term of 
twenty years. It Is claimed that tho 
example set by Great Britain and the 
United States would speedily bo followed 
by other nations, and that in this way 
universal peace, and in particular the 
stability ( f Europe might bo assured.
